Ships in Same Territory Rush 
Toward Rescue of Those in 
Danger 


New York, Nov. 
12(/P)—More 
th an 300 men and women, some 
of th em with little ch ildren 
in 
th eir care, were forced to trust 
th eir lives to tiny life boats on 
th e wind-tossed North Atlantic 
today wh en th e Lamport 
and 
Holt liner Vestris keeled over on 
h er beam ends and began 
to 
sink. 
Th ey were faced with h ours of 
waiting as 
th e wintry 
wind 
wh irled th eir 
cocklesh ells 
of 
boats th rough th e w ater 
and 
th ey watch ed th e sh ip in wh ich 
th ey h ad but a few h ours before 
been so lux uriously h oused sink 
below th e waves, about 27 5 miles 
from Ham pton Roads. 
Early reports th at th e Japan­ 
ese steam er Oh io 
M ara 
was 
standing by were definitely con­ 
tradicted by later advices and it 
seemed probable th a t th e coast 
guard destroy er Davis, due 
at 
th e scene at 5 o’clock th is after­ 
noon would be th e first to arrive. 
By th a t time it was feared th e 
ilttle boats m igh t be scattered 
and th a t approach ing darkness 
would seriously h am per th e work 
of rescue. 
First word of th e distress 
of 
th e Vestris came in an S. O. S. 
call sh ortly after 10 o’clock th is 
m orning and at once a 
dozen 
steam ers and numerous govern­ 
m ent Craft turned from 
th eir 
path s in a race to th e 
rescue. 
Th e wireless of th e Vestris con­ 
tinued brief messages until 1:25 
th is afternoon at wh ich tim e th e 
radio operator announced 
th at 
h e would be able to 
send 
no 
more and was th erefore joining 
th e passengers and crew 
wh o 
h ad already taken to th e boats. 
From th a t tim e on th ere was 
silence and no more 
inform a­ 
tion was possible until one of th e 
rescue boats sh ould reach 
th e

The plan of the president-elect to visit South 
America before tak ing office is an excellent one. 
It is alway s desirable for our statesm en to be in 
close touch w ith our Latin neighbors, but es­ 
pecially a t the present time. 
Relations in tha t quarter have not been too 
pleasant in recent y ears. The old dream of Pan- 
Americanism has faded. 
The beautiful Pan- 
American building in W ashington seems more 
lik e a m onum ent to a* dead hope than the home 
of a living family of republics. 
Central and 
South America have been growing restive and re­ 
bellious against our Monroe Doctrine, suspicious 
of our motives, afraid of our power. 
It is desirable to convince those Latin neigh­ 
bors tha t Uncle Sam is friendly and fair, tha t his 
power is not a menace to them, but a safeguard, 
tha t he w ants nothing for himself which he is 
not ready to share with them. 
Closer and more confidential relations will 
be equally 
good for South American 
and for 
North American. 
The natural interest of « ach 
lies in co-operation with the other. 
The United 
States and Latin-America have m utual trade in­ 
terest, m utual faith in democracy , m utual desire 
to mak e the New World as Independent of the 
Old World as modern conditions permit. 
It is obviously good policy for our country 
to establish closer bonds with Latin-America, 
creating an effective American league of some 
sort, if we are to rem ain outside of the League 
at Geneva, to which the Latin-America republics 
nearly all belong. 
A friendly visit from the m an 
who will direct the international policy of the 
United States for the next four y ears should ac­ 
complish much along these lines. 


THE SLAUGHTER OF THE FIRS.

can be a whole-hearted supporter of Christm as 
and the decorated Christm as tree w ithout ap­ 
proving of the ruthless cutting of evergreens ev­ 
ery winter for this holiday . 
Trees raised in nurseries, particularly for the 
Christm as trade, may be purchased and used 
with clear consciences. 
Small, live trees that 
are used indoors during the holiday s and subse­ 
quently planted 
outdoors will 
prove a joy for 
y ears to come. 
Evergreen trees and shrubbery in 
the y ard, 
decorated 
and lighted where 
they 
stand, not only satisfy the Christmas tree desire, 
but add considerably to the holiday gay ety of the 
whole neighborhood. 
It is a pleasant custom 
tha t is spreading rapidly . 
On the other side of the picture are the mil­ 
lions of trees tha t are stripped from their native 
woods and never replaced. 
It is time that some­ 
thing be done to check this needless waste. Cut­ 


ting should be done with judgm ent and sense, 
and with as much interest in conservation and re­ 
forestation as in supply ing the Christm as trade. 
It is perfectly possible and will be accomplished 
when enough families tak e an interest in saving 
the evergreens.

PESTS OF FOREST AND FlfSLD. 
“The only good hawk , owl, crow, weasel, fox, 
sk unk , roving house cat or snak e is a dead one,” 
is the opinion of Reverend Noel J. Allen of Alex­ 
andria, Virginia, who is regarded as one of the 
most practical authorities on wild life conserva­ 
tion in the South. 
Mr. Allen say s tha t it costs 
the farm ers of the United States a dollar 
per 
head per y ear to feed the 200,000,000 crows that 
prey upon them . 
In answer to the oft-repeated 
claim tha t the crow is beneficial to the farm er, 
he declares tha t “after thirty y ears spent in the 
field fighting crows, hawk s and owls, it is my 
judgm ent, based on my experience, tha t the 
crow has no redeeming features. 
He has found 
tha t the crow has a range of diet of 656 different 
things, including 51 species of birds. 
While the 
crow included a few bugs and worms in his diet, 
he at the same tim e does not hesitate to con­ 
sume the nests 
of 
y oung qualis and mock ing 
birds. 
An object lesson in practical conservation re­ 
lated by Mr. Allen tells how the State of Virginia 
put on a great cam paign several y ears ago di­ 
rected against crows, hawk s, owls and other ver­ 
min. 
“We had 5,194 men, boy s and some women 
engaged in this cam paign,” he say s. “We k illed 
19,757 hawk s; 2,049 owls; 11,516 crows and 
13 
wildcats.” 
' 
• 
Since that time Virginia has become one of 
the principal quail-hunting States of the Union, 
and Mr. Allen say s tha t the Old dom inion now 
has more game birds and song birds than ever 
before in its history . 
Besides, enormous values 
have resulted to the farm ers. 
^ 
Virginia has also succeeded in doing away 
with the scourge of hawk s and owls. 
This work 
was accomplished largely through the efforts 
made by Mr. Allen in originating the crusade to" 
exterm inate the enemies of wild game and bird 
life.

college observatory , has devel­ 
oped facts pointing to its loca­ 
tion in the 
direction 
of 
the 
southern Milk y Way . 
T he “universe” under investi­ 
gation a t H arvard is k nown as­ 
tronomically as the sidereal Uni­ 
verse, or the Galaxy , which 
is 
the immense, 
pancak e-shaped 
collection of stars to which the 
sun belongs. I t comprises all the 
visible stars and some hundred 
billion not visible to the eye. The 
H arvard work is both determ in­ 
ing the center 
and m easuring 
the dimensions of this great stel­ 
lar sy stem. 
In a paper prepared for 
the 
American Philosophical Society 
of 
Philadelphia, 
Dr. 
Harlow 
Shapley , director of 
Harvard 
college observatory , describes the 
progress made. 
“One investigation after 
an­ 
other,” he say s, “indicates 
an 
obscured region in the southern 
Milk y Way , where the constella­ 
tions Scorpio, 
Ophiuchus, 
and 
Sagittarius corner together, 
as 
the direction to the gravitational 
and rotational center of the ga­ 
lactic stellar sy stem. The 
hun­ 
dred square degrees immediately 
surrounding this central 
point 
appear to be more than half cov­ 
ered by dark 
nebulosity ; 
all 
along the southern Milk y Way , 
w ithin thirty degrees of the cen­ 
ter, the obscuration is heavy . 
“Is there a massaive galactic 
nucleus concealed by the 
dark 
nebulosity ? Or is there an ordin­ 
ary stellar density 
comparable 
with tha t of the sun’s neighbor­ 
hood? Is oqr Galaxy an 
enor­ 
mous spiral nebula, or is it 
an 
assemblage of stars and 
star 
clouds?” 
The nebulosities, Dr. Sh’apley , 
explains, are a t least in 
part 
clouds of meteors and meteoric 
dust. Though they obscure much 
of the region where the center

is believed to lie, it has been pos­ 
sible recently to learn Sumethinj 
of the stars ly ing to one side 
of 
the center, and even bey ond that 
point. Their distance has 
been 
computed. Analy sis of their light 
has revealed to some degree their 
composition. 
“It 
appears probable,” . Dr. 
Shapley asy s, “tha t by continu­ 
ing to feel our way around tthe 
edges of the center-hiding nebu­ 
losities, a nd study ing in 
great 
detail the stellar distribution' ’n 
this central region we shall ' in 
time be able to determine 
the 
distances of obscuring nebulo; * 
ties and also to mak e a better 
guess a t w hat may lie 
behind 
them —a guess as to w hether 
or 
not our galactic sy stem has a 
highly massive nuclear concen­ 
tration of stars, such as is 
ob­ 
served in many of the 
extra- 
galactic nebulae.” 
Dr. Shapley locates the earth 
as perhaps a distance of 50,000 
light y ears, or half way 
from 
this center to the outer rim 
of 
the siderial universe.

S. O. S. CALL COMES FROM 


VESTRIS RADIO OPERATOR 


Ships in Same Territory Rush 


Toward Rescue of Those in 


Danger 


New York, Nov. 
12W—More 


than 300 men and women, some 
of them with little children in 
their care, were forced to trust 
their lives to tiny life boats on 
the wind-tossed North Atlantic 
today when the Lamport 
and 


Holt liner Vestris keeled over on 
her beam ends and began 
to 


sink. 


They were faced with hours of 


waiting as 
the wintry 
wind 


vDhirledi then- cockleshells 
of 


boats through the water 
and 


they watched the ship in which 
they had but a few hours before 
been so luxuriously housed sink 
below the waves, about 275 miles 
from Hampton Roads. 


Early reports that the Japan- 


ese steamer Ohio 
Maru 
was 


standing by were definitely con- 
tradicted by later advices and it 
seemed probable that the coast 
guard destroyer Davis, due at 
the scene at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon would be the first to arrive. 
By that time it was feared the 
ilttle boats might be scattered 
and that approaching darkness 
would seriously hamper the work 
of rescue. 
First word of the distress 
of 


the Vestris came in an S. O. S. 
call shortly after 10 o'clock this 
morning and at once a 
dozen 
steamers and numerous govern- 
ment^raft turned from their 
paths in a race to the 
rescue. 


The wireless of the Vestris .con- 
tinued brief messages until 1:25 
this afternoon at which time the 
radio operator announced that 
he would be able to send no 
more and was therefore joining 
the passengers and crew 
who 


had already taken to the boats. 


From that time on there was 


silence and no more 
informa-j 


tion was possible until one of the 
rescue boats should reach 
the 


scene. 
The messages from the Ves- 


tris told of the great danger and 
described the ship before 
the 


passengers left her as^ymg on 
her side with the decks awash 
but nothing was said to the 
cause of her distress. Apparent- 
ly there had been no collision, 
as no other ship was mentioned 
and the most widely held theorv 
was that tossed By waves still 
running from a week end storm, 
the Vestris had shifted cargo to 
such extent that the ship had 
been twisted sideways until the 
seas ran into her. 
Although the weather was re- 


ported by Captain William Car- 
ev of the Vestris before the ship 
was abandoned as "moderately 
f "<r" there were indications that 
things were more severe -than 
the word "moderate" would gen- 
er«11y suggest to a Bandsman. 
The steamer Santa Barbara 


reported that she would not 
reach the scene of the sinking

NORTH AND SOUTH AMERICA. 


The plan of the president-elect to visit South 


America before taking office is an excellent one. 
It is always desirable for our statesmen to be in 
close touch with our Latin neighbors, but es- 
pecially at the present time. 


Relations in that quarter have not been too 


pleasant in recent years. The old dream of Pan- 
Americanism has faded. 
The beautiful Pan- 


.American building in Washington seems more 
like a .monument to a-dead hope than the home 
of a living family of republics. 
Central and 


South America have been growing restive and re- 
bellious against our Monroe Doctrine, suspicious 
of our motives, afraid of our power. 


It is desirable to convince those Latin neigh- 


bors that Uncle Sam is friendly and fair, that his 
power is not a menace to them, but a safeguard, 
that he wants nothing for himself which he is 
not ready to share with them. 


Closer and more confidential relations will 


be equally good for South American and for 
North American. The natural interest of «ach 
lies in co-operation with the other. The United 
States and Latin-America have' mutual trade in- 
terest, mutual faith in democracy, mutual desire 
to make the New World as Independent of the 
Old World as modern conditions permit. 


It is obviously good policy for our country, 


to establish closer bonds with Latin-America, 
creating an effective American league of some 
sort, if we are to remain outside of the League 
at Geneva, to which the Latin-America republics 
nearly all belong. A friendly visit from the man 
who will direct the international policy of the 
United States for the next four years should ac- 
complish much along these lines. 


THE SLAUGHTER OF THE FIRS. 


Christmas is surprisingly near, and the 


slaughter of fir trees has already begun. One 
can be a' whole-hearted supporter of Christmas 
and the decorated Christmas tree without ap- 
proving of the ruthless cutting of evergreens ev- 
ery winter for this holiday. 


Trees raised in nurseries, particularly for the 


Christmas trade, may be purchased and used 
with clear consciences. 
Small, live trees that 


are used indoors during the holidays and subse- 
quently planted outdoors will prove a joy for 
years to come. Evergreen trees and shrubbery in 
the yard, decorated and lighted where they 
stand, not only satisfy the Christmas tree desire, 
but add considerably to the holiday gayety of the- 
whole neighborhood. It is a pleasant custom 
that is spreading rapidly. 


On the other side of the picture are the mil- 


lions of trees that arc stripped from their native 
woods and never replaced. It is time that some- 
thing be done to check this needless waste. Cut- 


ting should be done with judgment ^uicL sense; 
and with as much interest in conservation, and: re- 
forestation as in supplying the Christmas trade 
It is/perfectly possible and will be accomplished 
when, enough families take an interest in-saving 
the evergreens, 


PESTS OF FOREST AND FIELD. 


"The only good hawk, owl» crow, weasel, fox, 


skunk, roving house cat or snake is- a dead one;'" 
is the opinion of Reverend Noel^T. Allen of Alex- 
andria, Virginia, who is regarded as one of the 
most practical; authorities on. wild lite> conserva- 
tion in the South. Mr. Allen says that it costs 
the farmers of the United States a dollar per 
head per year to feed the ZOOiOOO.OOO crows that 
prey upon them. In answer to the- oft-repeated 
claim that the crow is beneficial to the farmer 
he declares that "after thirty years spent in the 
field fighting 'crows, hawks and owls, it is my 
judgment, based on my experience, that the 
crow has no redeeming features. He has 'found 
that the crow has a range of diet of 656 different 
things, including 51 species of birds. While the 
crow included a few bugs and worms in his diet, 
he at the same time 'does not hesitate to con- 
sume the nests of young qualis and mocking 
birds. 


An object lesson in practical conservation re- 


lated by Mr. Allen tells how the State of Virginia 
put on a great campaign several years ago di- 
rected against crows, hawks, owls and other ver- 
min. "We had 5,194 men, boys and1 some women 
engaged in this campaign," he says. "We killed 
19,757 hawks; 2,049 owls; 11,516 crows and 18 
wildcats." 
' 
* 


Since that time Virginia has become one of 


the principal quail-hunting States of the Union, 
and Mr. Allen says that the Old Dominion now 
has more game birds and song birds than ever 
before in its history. Besides, enormous values 
have resulted to the farmers. ^ 


Virginia has also succeeded in doing away 


with the scourge of hawks and owls. This wouk 
was accomplished largely through the efforts 
made by Mr. Allen in originating the crusade to 
exterminate the enemies of wild game and bird 
life. 


However, the world has beep made safer for 


democracy than it has for pedestrianism.

sun belongs. It comprises all the 
visible stars and some hundred! 
billion not visible to the eye: The' 
Harvard work is both determin- 
ing the center and measuring 
the dimensions of this great stel- 
lar system. 
In a paper prepared for' 
the 


American Philosophical Society 
of Philadelphia/ Dr: Harlow 
Shapley, director of 
Harvard 


college- observatory, describes the 
progress made. 
"One investigation after 
an- 


other," he says, -indicates an 
obscured region in the southern 
Milky Way, where the constella-. 
tions Scorpio, Ophiuchus, and 
Sagittarius corner together, as 
the direction to the gravitational 
and rotational center of the ga- 
lactic stellar system. The hun- 
dred square degrees immediately 
surrounding this central point 
appear to be more than half cov- 
ered by dark 
nebulosity; 
all 


along the southern Milky Way, 
within thirty degrees of the cen- 
ter the obscuration is heavy. 


"Is there a niassaive galactic 


nucleus concealed bj* the dark 
nebulosity? Or is there an ordin- 
ary stellar density 
comparable 


with that of the sun's neighbor- 
hood? Is our Galaxy an enor- 
mous spiral nebula-, or is it an 
assemblage of stars and 
star 


clouds?" 


The nebulosities, Dr. Sh'apley, 


explains; are at least in part 
clouds of meteors and meteoric 
idust. Though they obscure much 
of the region where the center

computed. Analysis of their light 
has revealed to some degree their 
composition.

Shapley asys, "that by continu- 
ing to feel our way around ith 
edges of the center-hiding nebu- 
losities, and- studying in gtiat 
detail the stellar distributionl 'n 
this central region we shall 'in, 
time be able to determine the 
distances of obscuring nebulo: 
ties and also to make a better 
guess at what may lie behind 
them—a guess as to whether or. 
not our galactic system has- a 
highly massive nuclear concen- 
tration of stars, such as is o 
served in many of the 
exfcra- 


galactic nebulae." 


Dr. Shapley locates the' earth 


as perhaps a distance of 50,000 
light years, or half way from 
this center to the outer rim of 
the siderial universe.
